Our Strange Fascination With 
Horror Films

y are we so intrigued with films like Night mimicking supernatural presence or subject to a paranoid 
of the Living Dead, Halloween, and the hallucination; or the split personality or dark half of the 
never-ending carnage from the gruesome Saw protagonist, an unleashed monster that acts as a physical 

franchise? Are we all suffering from some strange psy- manifestation of a dissociated part of the self. 
chological madness that forces us to take a midnight stroll Like the vampire, the doppelganger was a product of 
into horror? an early nineteenth-century fascination with superstitious 


Humans are fascinated by the dark 
side. And like the moth seduced by 
the flame, we harbor a curiosity for 
shadows and ill-defined shapes, what 
Emily Dickinson called the “cellars of 
the mind.” 

In his 1886 novel, the Strange Case 
of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, Robert 
Louis Stevenson walked down into 
those cellars. His story has gripped us 
for decades, revealing man’s good and 
evil personas. Most readers don’t real- 
ize that Stevenson’s horror classic had 
an unsettling connection to reality. 

He found inspiration in the real- 
life story of Deacon Brodie, a respect- 
able Scottish citizen by day and a thief 
by night. Another was French teacher 
Eugene Chantrelle, a killer who poi- 
soned his wife with opium. Stevenson 
also mined inspiration in earlier litera- 
ture that had similar themes. 

Stevenson's horror classic leaned 
heavily on the concept of the “double.” 
Gry Faurholt of Denmark's Aarhus 
University explains that there are two 
distinct types of the doppelganger: the 


belief. Its roots are in the German 
Schauerroman and the British Gothic 
novel. Vicky Lebeau, writing for Bri- 
tannica, stated that the notion of the 
“double” was widely popular in the 
19th century, especially in German ht- 
erary discussions of the doppelganger: 
Fyodor Dostoyevsky's “The Double” 
(1846) dealt with this subject, and 
Mary Wollstonecraft Shelley’s classic 
“Frankenstein” tale (1818) can be read 
in this light. The theme was explored 
explicitly by Oscar Wilde in “The 
Picture of Dorian Gray” (1891) and 
by H.G. Wells in both “The Island 
of Doctor Moreau" (1896) and “The 
Invisible Man” (1897). 

But it was Stevenson's Strange 
Case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde that 
held readers in a stranglehold of terror 
as they read his vivid descriptions: 

He put the glass to his lips and drank 
at one gulp. A cry followed; he reeled, 
staggered, clutched at the table, and 
held on, staring with injected eyes, 
gasping with open mouth; and as 

I looked, there came, I thought, a 


alter ego or identical double of a protagonist who seems change — he seemed to swell — his face became sud- 
to be either a victim of an identity theft perpetrated by a denly black, and the features seemed to melt and alter 
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— and the next moment, I had sprung my feet and 

leaped back against the wall, my arms raised to shield 

me from that prodigy, my mind submerged in terror. 

An untamed beast raged beneath Jekyll’s tranquil 
surface, and Stevenson’s portrayal of this psychological 
aberration connected the thread between Dr. Jekyll’s 
gentility and Hyde’s violence. Many psychologists believe 
that seemingly average individuals also harbor a dark side 
— a sinister personality trait that psychotherapist Carl Jung 
aptly named “The Shadow.” 


The Shadow 

“Until you make the Unconscious Conscious, it will 
direct your life, and you will call it fate.” — Carl Jung 

Psychoanalysts Carl Jung and Sigmund Freud helped 
us understand why millions of individuals enjoy horror 
movies like Night of the Living Dead and The Exorcist, 
even though they induce feelings of shock and disgust. 

Novels written by fright masters James Herbert, Clive 
Barker, and Stephen King are filled with violence, blood- 
letting, and grotesque monsters — repulsive themes that 
most tend to avoid. Nevertheless, our fascination with 
horror remains a paradoxical mystery because people 
generally seek pleasure and avoid pain. Why, then, are we 
so strangely drawn to these topics? 


Jung’s concept of the “archetype” proposed that 
universal and cross-cultural themes form our personal- 
ity and behavior patterns. A specific archetype he called 
the Shadow can help explain our attraction to repulsive 
themes. The Shadow represents repressed ideas, short- 
comings, weaknesses, chaos, and the unknown and 
comprises hidden aspects of an individual’s personality 
deemed “unacceptable” to society and offensive to our 
morals and values. These “unacceptable” characteristics 
include sexual desires, cravings, and urges. 

Shadow characteristics are formed mainly by shame 
and often contain elements of envy, hate, and aggression. 
When repressed in the hidden parts of the mind, the 
urges are cast into the shadow, only to show themselves 
when the environment is safe from judgment. They may 
be repressed or projected onto others. 

Jung represented the Shadow as a picture of Godzilla 
in his book, Man and His Symbols (1964), believing that 
we expressed the Shadow in dreams or visions with dark 
images of dragons, snakes, and other exotic figures. Jung 
believed that the Shadow was a living creature that could 
not be repressed out of existence. That would cause inter- 
nal stress and relationship problems. He wrote: 

If we understand anything of the unconscious, we know 

that it cannot be swallowed. We also know it is danger- 

— > 
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ous to suppress it because the unconscious Is life, and 

this life turns against us if buried, as happens in neurosis. 

The shadow is a living part of the personality and, 

therefore, wants to live with it in some form. It cannot be 

argued out of existence or rationalized into harmlessness. 

Jung alleged that we needed to confront the Shadow 
to attain mental balance. That process required an indi- 
vidual to acknowledge every aspect of their Shadow, no 
matter how grotesque 1t may be, and then integrate the 
Shadow into their psyche. 


Morbid Fascination 

Murderers and pathogens walk our streets. We are 
mesmerized by their cruel souls and evil deeds. That 
morbid fascination has spilled over to popular culture 
and now provides prime-time entertainment. Note the 
popularity of programs such as Fringe, Criminal Minds, 
Manhunter, Clarice, Hannibal, and Dexter — angry and 
wounded psychopaths intent on horrible savagery. 

We watch, transfixed, trying to understand what has dam- 
aged their humanity as we look into their tortured mner cham- 
ber. These Hollywood images act as our safety valves, allowing 
us to experience horror in a safe and controlled manner. 
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‘Saucy Jack’ 

For more than 100 years, Jack the Ripper has gripped 
us with stories of wanton blood-letting. “Saucy Jack” was 
a sadistic executioner, and although he didn’t wear goat 
horns or satanic amulets, his pores oozed the hatred of a 
feral animal. The Ripper murders focused renewed atten- 
tion on Stevenson’s novella, published two years earlier. 

“Saucy Jack” was a barbaric overlord acting out a 
Victorian horror show. His deviant mind focused only on 
the next kill as he wantonly slashed throats and mutilated 
the genitals of Whitechapel prostitutes. 

A voracious “Saucy Jack” cult begged for every scrap of 
information detailing his carnage. Their hunger was fueled 
by publications such as Famous Crimes - Past and Pres- 
ent and the British death inquests, routinely published for 
citizens eager to read the gory details of the murders. 

A unique body of work, coined “Ripperology,” 
focused on the Ripper’s brutal slayings. Over 100 non- 
fiction works deal exclusively with the murders, making it 
one of the most written-about true-crime subjects. 

The Ripper helped create much of the hysteria. He 
wrote taunting letters to the newspapers and the Great 
Scotland Yard, challenging them to “catch me if you can.” 


In an 89-line poem, dated November 8, 1887, the Ripper 
threatened to *destroy the filthy, hideous whores of the 
night; dejected, lost, cast down, ragged, and thin." 


Walter Sickert 

Although the case has never been solved, Patricia 
Cornwell claims that Walter Sickert, the eccentric world- 
famous artist, was the Ripper. Sickert's paintings embraced 
Jung's Shadow Self and were usually macabre and shadowy. 
He often portrayed London's unglamorous underbelly, 
including nudes and working-class street scenes. After stay- 
ing in the Ripper's suspected lodging, he became fascinated 
with the murders and painted Jack the Ripper's Bedroom. 

Decades later, Sickert was accused of being the actual 
Jack the Ripper, as claimed in Jean Overton Fuller’s 
book, Sickert and the Ripper Crimes. In contrast, Ste- 
phen Knight’s book, Jack the Ripper: The Final Solution, 
asserted that Sickert was only an accessory to the murders, 
coerced by members of the Royal Family. 

The Sickert-Ripper connection reached a kind of crit- 
ical mass after crime author Patricia Cornwell published 
Portrait of a Killer in 2002, and AllThatsInterestingcom 
picked up the story, writing: 

Adding to the spotted “clues” in his paintings, Corn- 

well used additional evidence to show that Sickert had 

the personality and psychology of a serial killer. She 
even called on a team of forensic experts to analyze 
the Ripper letters for DNA matches and claimed to 
find mitochondria DNA that linked at least one Rip- 
per letter to Sickert. 

Cornwell believed Sickert had murdered as many 
as 40 victims, something disputed by many historians, 
including Artnet.com, which concluded: “These claims 
have never been substantiated, and most historians believe 
them to be without merit.” 


Charles Manson 

Charles Manson’s depravity did not equal that of 
Jack the Ripper, but still, he was a dangerous individual. 
Criminology research has proven that lawbreakers often 
attack soft targets or easy prey. In the academic book, The 
Psychology of Criminal and Antisocial Behavior: Victim 
and Offender Perspectives, “Predators, irrespective of 
their end game, are exceptionally good at identifying the 
weak members of the herd.” 

Manson was a small-time criminal who used drugs, 
sex, and mind control techniques to subdue his victims. 
Society became transfixed with his swastika-scarred 
forehead and wild, crazed eyes glaring at the TV cameras. 
He knew how to scare and manipulate with every prison 
interview and TV appearance. 


Manson had perfected his performance. The conman 
had us conned. He wanted us to think that he was the 
personification of pure evil, but he was only a charlatan, 
pushing our emotional buttons. 

The DSM-? Criteria for a Diagnosis of Sociopathy 
shows traits that Manson possessed — repeatedly breaking 
the law, repeated deceit, impulsivity and lack of planning, 
irritability and aggressiveness, reckless disregard for the 
safety of self and others, consistent irresponsibility, and 
lack of remorse. Manson spent much of his life caged like 
a wild animal and was sentenced to life for ordering the 
murders of actress Sharon Tate and eight others. 

The psychopath died at the Corcoran State Prison in 
2017. "Too much freedom is detrimental to the soul," he 
once said. *I should not have been out there. It was too 
fast for me." 

Terror seeps out from the inner corners of our 
minds. We deflect those demons by placing our focus ex- 
ternally — whether in horror films, monsters slithering un- 
der the bed, or real-life boogie men like mass murderers 
Charles Manson, Charles Whitman, or Richard Speck. 

The spiders creep across our quaking flesh, slinging 
us onto a hell ride of blood-splattered walls and bullet- 
riddled corpses. We breathe in the thrill of an adrenalized 
cocktail. Rather than participate in the slaughter, we watch 
vicariously, safely, in the security of our living rooms and 
movie theatres — with no blood on our hands. 

Watching horror films provides us with bizarre 
yet practical therapy. We use the outside monsters to 
conquer the internal ones — locked away in a repressed 
compartment of our design. €

Paranormal Explorers Face Their Fears 
at Haunted Hot Spots

s fans of the Travel Channel and discovery+ para- 
Aw show Destination Fear, we were excited 

o recently talk with paranormal explorers Da- 
kota Laden, Chelsea Laden, Tanner Wiseman, and Alex 
Schroeder about the show, what goes on behind the scenes 
during their investigations, and what to expect for Season 4, 
which 1s currently airing. 

The show follows Dakota, his sister, Chelsea, and 
friends Tanner and Alex as they travel across the U.S. in an 
RV exploring haunted locations, from abandoned asylums 
and penitentiaries to haunted houses, hotels, and schools. 
During each investigation, the team tests the limits of fear 
by sleeping overnight separated and alone in the most 
haunted hot spots at the location, determining their sleep- 
ing quarters with a “lucky draw.”

Q: Your show makes us feel like we're part of the 
whole process. Was that something that was in 
your minds when you created the show? 


Dakota: It definitely was. I’m glad you picked up on that 
because we do a lot of little things that I don’t think a lot 
of people even realize. 

We don't have voiceover or interviews that cut in be- 
tween the overnight, and so we never take you out of the 
moment. That was a definite creative choice. 


Q: Season 4 of the show is now in progress. When 
did you first begin filming Destination Fear? 


Chelsea: Destination Fear first aired in 2019, but our 
origins fall back way farther than that. Trail to Terror was 
definitely the catalyst to Destination Fear. It was pretty 
much the reason why we got the show picked up. It was 
basically our pilot.

But the kind of the inspiration for Trail to Terror 
happened because of what we used to do growing up. We 
used to go explore the haunted hot spots in Minnesota, 
and the guys came up with a passion project. They put all 
their money into this film, and it's a low-budget documen- 
tary that we all did together. It was five locations, and it 
was a crazy documentary. It's actually on discovery+. I be- 
lieve you can still access 1t right now. 

It's where the idea of sleeping 
alone at these locations and testing 
the limits of fear came from. But it 
wasn't until years after that docu- 
mentary was filmed and played that 
it got picked up. We filmed the documentary in 2015, 
and it didn't get picked up until 2019. There were a lot 
of nos before the big yes. 

There was so much effort to get to that point, and it 
wasn't an easy road, especially for these guys. They really 
sacrificed a lot to do this. Alex and Tanner both gradu- 
ated college with degrees. Dakota's heart was always in the 
film industry, so it’s really cool to be that friend who got to 
watch them grow and become successful with this project 
and with Destination Fear. 


Q: Tanner, if you had to pick one of the episodes 
that gave you the chills and made you think, Why 
am I doing this? ... which one would it be? 


"Yeah, that actually 
happened to us! It. was 
terrifying!” 


Tanner: When someone finds out about the show, I 
always tell them to watch Season 1, Episode 3, which was 
Sweet Springs Sanatorium. I think all of us can attest was 
like our first insanely big freak out. 

Before we went to Brushy Mountain State Peni- 
tentiary and we had some weird stuff happen with our 
equipment. We went to Old South Pittsburg Hospital, 
and that had just some crazy stuff 
that happened to us that freaked us 
out. But when I tell people to watch 
Sweet Springs Sanatorium, every 
single time, I get the response back, 
“Holy crap!" It's one of those things 
where 1t scared us so bad that we had to leave the entire 
building. 

Ithink after that, people usually get hooked onto, 
like, “Oh my gosh, this 15 like a true horror film. This 
stuff can get really scary. Like, that actually happened?" 
And we're like, “Yeah, that actually happened to us! It 
was terrifying!" 

And from there, we've had so many more experi- 
ences like that. But I think that one 1s one where I go try 
out this first episode in our first season, because I know 
all our other episodes get far much better just because 
repetition, practice, and we've been growing with this. 
But if they like that episode, I think they get hooked on 
our show.

Q: Alex, as the show progressed, you went from be- 
ing mostly the cameraman to being in front of the 
camera. How did that come about? 


Alex: Yeah, so I guess it really goes back to Trail to Ter- 
ror and the documentary. When Dakota pitched the idea 
to everyone, I was in college at the time and super busy. 
So, I couldn't make it, which I was really bummed about. 
But once they got back, we talked about if the show got 
picked up, I'd definitely go into these places, because 
we've always done this. We always went to the abandoned 
places like Chelsea was saying and explored and urban 
explored. 

So, when the show finally did get picked up, they had 
me on as just basically a cameraman, where I would go 
into the overnights with them and film everything. And at 
first, Dakota was like, ^Hey, we'll slowly start getting you 
more and more introduced throughout the season." Well, 
I had no idea that Episode 2, he was just going to throw 
me into sleeping alone along with everyone else. And, so, 
I was totally unprepared for that moment. 

But from then on, Pve been in every sleeping arrange- 
ment. And then it's just been one of those things where, 
progressively, I just became more and more involved in 
the actual exploring throughout the locations. So, it's been

a fun ride. It’s been a blessing to be able to be involved in 
something like this, especially since I wasn’t able to make 
the documentary. 


Q: I've got to know. Do you guys really sleep on 
location? 


Alex: We really need to start calling it something else, 
because no one really sleeps. 


Tanner: [ haven’t even laid down once. 


Dakota: I don't think I’ve ever even gotten even a minute 
of sleep on the show. 


Q: Chelsea, I remember watching one episode 
where you're sleeping in a basement and you saw 
a shadow walk by a window. 


Chelsea: Yes, at Madison Seminary! I was so confused 
by that. I couldn't even tell if it was inside or outside 
because it looked transparent. I thought my eyes were 
actually playing tricks on me. It really freaked me out. I 
was super uncomfortable. 


Q: It was a good camera catch, though, because it 
showed up on camera. 


Chelsea: I'm actually glad it did. I hate when you experi- 
ence something, and you don't have a witness. And you 
don't catch 1t on camera. And everyone just has to go 
based on what you're saying. It's so much better when you 
can catch it on camera. 


Q: What other really shocking things happened to 
each of you during your different investigations? 


Dakota: For me, in the new season, during Episodes 1 
and 2 at Cresson Sanatorium, we were in the tunnel system 
as a group, and we heard the music box going off, which 

is one of our pieces of equipment. And we didn't have the 
music box with us. It was m the gear room packed away. 

It ended up happening more than one time. We even 
ran back to the gear room, grabbed the music box, and 
started playing it just to show like, holy crap, this 15 exactly 
what we just heard. And it was a theme for the two nights 
we spent at this location — every once in a while, we would 
hear the music box again, and it made no sense. 


Chelsea: There's so many moments where I just don't 
expect something. In the last episode of this season at 
Norwich State Hospital, we come back to our gear room. 
And our gear room is pretty darn clean most of the time. 
It's very organized. And it looked like someone ransacked 
our equipment. Our batteries were everywhere. Our cam- 
eras were knocked down. 

We actually thought we were robbed at first, and it 
was totally a location that was accessible to the public. 
People could have gone in there and stolen things while 
we were out exploring, but nothing was missing. So, it 
was just the most confusing. That's kind of our safe spot. 
We're not usually filming in our gear area, and it was re- 
ally shocking to all of us. We don't know what happened. 


Q: In the new season of the show, has anything 
changed? 


Dakota: We didn't change much. To be honest, I don't 
ever really want to change the format because I think it's 
just so fun. Like doing the road trip, having the fun in the 
daytime, and then terrifying nights. Love that. So that stayed 
the same. We actually did some really cool pit stops on 
this season, especially the New York City episode. That 

is wild. But I think the big difference this season 1s I took 


away our flashlights from the very beginning. 


Chelsea: Our flashlight, to us, is like our safety blanket. 
It's the one thing that we have at the end of the night 
when we all separate. We don't have each other, but we 
have our flashlights. When that was taken away from us, it 
made the whole experience so much more vulnerable.

You really base a lot of your investigating and exploring 
based on your senses. So, your hearing is already so much 
more amplified. T'ake away a flashlight, and you can hear 
a pin drop, literally. But it's very dangerous. And in one of 
the episodes, I did completely fall down a staircase. I was 
unscathed, but I really should have broken something. 


Q: Tanner, you chained people up. Let's talk about 
that. Did you think this through beforehand? 


Tanner: I thought it would just be really funny, and it was 
pretty funny. I knew that everyone was going to be OK. I 
didn't know that Alex would drop his walkie talkie, but it 
made for really good content. 

When we go to conventions, people get a little upset 
with me. They bring that up. They go, “How could you 
do that to your friend? What would have happened if 
they needed something?" Yeah, that's true. But I always 
have a defense since I also put my name in the hat. I 
could have also gotten that, but fate was on my side.

Q: Who has picked the scariest locations to inves- 
tigate? 


Alex: Well, I think one of the scariest locations that 
we've ever been to was Trans-Allegheny Lunatic Asylum, 
which Tanner brought us to. So, I would throw his name 
in the hat for the scariest location. 


Dakota: I feel like it's scarier when you don't know. It's 
naturally just so much scarier when someone else picks, 
because you feel so out of the loop because you don't 
know anything. So, that alone 1s just always scary. 

I don't feel like my locations are near as scary as your 
guys because I know so much. 


Q: Alex, in one episode, you got sick. What really 
happened? 


Alex: Yeah, we were at Hill View Manor. During the 
show we always do some sort of adventure. That was 
Season 2, so we did a lot of interviewing people. During 
that day, we went to a restaurant, and we had an interview 
where Tanner, Chelsea, and Dakota sat down and I was 
filming it. I was totally fine all day. 
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We get to the location, and as soon as we pull up and 
walk through the front door, something just hit me, like a 
wave of just sickness. And, slowly, throughout the night, it 
got worse and worse, like I just wasn't supposed to be in 
that building. 

Eventually, I had to actually go to the hospital. They 
ran a bunch of tests on me, and they couldn't find any- 
thing wrong with me. I was completely fine. And, matter 
of fact, the moment I left the property, I started to feel 
a lot better. So, I don't know what that could have been 
— something attaching to me, something attacking me, I 
really have no idea. But that was one of the more terrify- 
ing moments for me just dealing with the unknown. 


Q: In several of your episodes, you've done some 
things that have absolutely terrified me. For in- 
stance, Chelsea, you were in a room full of scary 
dolls. And, Dakota, you stuck your hand in a box 
of snakes. 


Dakota: So, I'd like to report that I may or may not have 
made my sister touch a bunch of snakes this season. We'll 
have to see! 


Chelsea: It's way more fun to tell someone to put their 
hand into the mystery box than to be the one putting your 
hand in the mystery box. 

So, about the dolls ... they have always given me a 
really creepy vibe. And to be in a room with hundreds of 
dolls, it was the most uncomfortable situation. And that 
night, we did a drawing to see who would actually sleep 
there, and I ended up not only staying there while they 
explored buildings, I ended up staying overnight there. I 
was there the whole time. 

The entire time I felt like I was being watched. I felt 
like even if a doll moved in there, I wouldn't have even 
known because there was so many. It was the most un- 
comfortable situation. 


Q: Is there anything you have ever refused to do 
while investigating? 


Dakota: We all have that personality of, like, we don't 
want to not do something. So once the challenge 1s there, 
as much as we fight it, it’s kind of who we are. We want to 
do it. And we haven't done anything either that's crossed 
the line too far. 


Chelsea: I feel like the only location where we actually 
sald straight up no was Sweet Springs Sanatorium. But we 
all agreed that we were throwing in the towel. 


Dakota: We've had moments where we've just said, 
"Let's go outside and take a break." Or, everything in 
your gut instinct says leave, and we all agree. We've defi- 
nitely left a lot of situations. 


Tanner: You get to those places, and you don't know if 
you're dealing with a ghost, a ghoul, a goblin. You get to 
a point where you have no idea what you're dealing with. 
And, for us, we always say when we feel uncomfortable, 
we've just got to get out. 


Q: You guys use some interesting technology, like 
the music box. 


Dakota: Our whole approach early on before the show 
was no gear, just flashlights and cameras. But going into 
the show, we felt like we should whip out some gear and 
try to do what everyone else is doing. Otherwise, we really 
aren't getting the full experience. 

So, we definitely took little pieces of equipment from 
all the shows. I don't think we're the first to use the music 
box, but it's definitely like the worst one. 


Q: How do you feel about the results you're getting 
with the gear, and is there anything that you're us- 
ing on Season 4 that you haven't used before? 


Tanner explores Cresson Sanatorium in Pennsylvania. 


Dakota: Oh, yes! So, this season, as you know, we didn't 
have flashlights, and another piece of gear we introduced 
was the enhanced recorder. So, you basically have this 
recorder that 1s picking up the noise in the room at such 
a high gain that you can hear everything In your head- 
phones. That came in handy for stuff like smaller noises 
that your ear nught not pick up on. 

We introduced a laser grid this season that we use 
in a lot of the sleeping arrangements. And then we used 
a different digital recorder this season, as well. The old 
recorder that we used has a short battery life, so we'd 
do a digital recorder session and then play it back. But 
this season, we actually had a recorder that was rolling at 
certain points for hours on end, and we wouldn't review 
until after the trip. So, there's moments in the show this 
season that randomly cut out, and a text will come on the 
screen and show you the EVP that was captured in that 
exact moment. 


Q: So, here's a big question: Tanner, will you be 
able to lay down this season? 


Tanner: There's not a single second where I lay down. 


In my brain, I go straight to all the horror movies that I've

seen, and I always get so frustrated when the person has 
a gun in their hand running away from the monster. And 
then they decide to set the gun down on the table and 
keep running. 

Im kind of in that mindset where I’m like, I’m ina 
scary building. I don't want to be just stuck there and not 
be able to run out of here. So, I’m ready to run whenever. 


Q: Are there any places that you want to go to that 
you haven't gotten to yet? 


Alex: My bucket list location that's left in the States 
would be Alcatraz Prison. That's just such a cool location 
to me, being isolated on an island and just the history of 
the building is so fascinating. 


Chelsea: We only went we overseas once, and we got to 
leave the country once. There's a lot of good places in the 
U.S. But Ireland was so awesome that it really made me 
want to explore the U.K. and the castles 1n England and 
things like that. That would be my all-üme bucket list. 


Tanner: I really want to go to Bran Castle in Romania 

— Dracula's Castle. I absolutely love the folklore with 
Dracula, and the fact that there's a real person that char- 
acter 1s based off of just blows my mind. I think one of the 
creepiest things that we could do 15 go to this castle where 
people were not treated very well, to say 1t kindly. 
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And there's an actual dungeon in there that was used 
for some messed up stuff. So, ’'m super excited for that 
one. And hopefully one day we get to go. 


Dakota: I would agree with all of those, but there's one 
location m the U.S. It's called Eastern State Penitentiary. 
I want to get In there really bad. But every time we've 
reached out, they've told us they just don't allow people to 
go alone and we would have to have representatives with 
us. And that's just not what we're doing. Our whole show 
15 about isolation and fear. 

So, if there's someone out there from Eastern State 
listening, we love your location. We want to come, but 
you've got to help us out a httle bit. 


Q: You guys went to Old Montana Prison, and I'm 
just curious what your impressions were. I was 
there and was followed. 


Tanner: Yeah, that was a little treat in itself, because not 
only 15 it an awesome prison we were able to explore, but 
right next door there's an old, classical car museum, and 
we were like let's jump in one of these and go. 

But, obviously, we had our heads focused. We got 
into the prison, and we had an actually pretty scary night 
that night. I mean, some of our equipment drained in 
there. And some of those things with the history of that 


building — there was a prison riot, and the National Guard 
came In. 


Q: What's your favorite paranormal show, and it 
can't be your own! 


Tanner: I love the guys from Ghost Brothers. We got to 
meet them, and they're just some of the nicest human be- 
ings we've ever had the pleasure to cross paths with. And 
every time we hang out with each other, we're all laughing 
and we're all joking around. It gets real fun. And I love 
what they do. I think they put a fun spin on 1t, too. 

We're all about having fun and having a little bit 
of humor here and there, and they do the same thing. 
"They're just good people. 


Chelsea: I think the Ghost Hunters are awesome. 
They’re the originals, and they've been very supportive of 
us throughout our career. The guys even got to guest star 
on their show. And they're just really genuine people too. 

We've been watching them since we were really 
young, so it's kind of cool to be on the same channel as 
them now. 


Dakota: Going back to what Chelsea and everyone's 
been saying, for me, I support the shows that support 
us. So, I would say The Holzer Files, Ghost Brothers, 
Kindred Spirits, Ghost Hunters; they've all just been so 
supportive. They’ve sent us messages privately, and they 
helped us in some of our hardest moments early on in the 
first couple of seasons. 

So, anyone who's going to support us, I'm fully sup- 
porting them. 


Alex: I would definitely give a shout out to Kindred Spir- 
its. Chip has always been so nice to us. Adam is hysterical, 
and Amy 15 such a sweetheart. She's always been so nice 
to us, especially nice to Chelsea. 

She reached out to Chelsea from the beginning of us 
getting a show and had that connection with us. So, it’s 
been great to have everyone in our corner. 


Q: As we wrap up, what do you want our readers 
to know about the new season of the show? 


Dakota: I always tell people, even if you don’t like para- 
normal shows, give our show a shot. I think our approach 
is very relatable. We're also not saying that we are investi- 
gators or that this is proof. We're really very open minded 
about it. 

But for this season, I have to say this is my favorite 
season for personalities. It's definitely the scariest season, 
but I just feel like everyone's personalities shine so hard 
this season, and we were really able to have a lot of fun in

TALES OF UINTAH BAS 


LIVING A LIFE OF UNEXPLAINED 
HAPPENINGS

n a wide radius surrounding the northeastern corner 

of Utah lie homes that reside within the Uintah Basin. 

Historically, this area has been paranormally active 
for hundreds of years — an area surrounded by rocky land 
and mountain ridges with smooth, slabbed stone walls 
dotted with etched artistic petroglyphs telling of happen- 
ings and warnings of days gone by. 

Residents and indigenous tribes stake claim to their 
property lines cohabiting peacefully within Uintah Basin 
territory. Tales continue to be told about past civil unrest 
between two indigenous tribes fighting over the land, the 
outlaws who rode through on horses in search of safe ha- 
vens, treasure hunters who lost their lives at the hands of 
the indigenous for digging up items deemed sacred, and 
the Spaniards who once proclaimed to have had owner- 
ship of the Basin. 

Perhaps the most compelling legend locals share 
about this area is of an uproar between the Ute and Na- 
vajo indigenous tribes who once battled over Uintah Basin 
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territory. With the Navajo being defeated and run off by 
the military, who defended the Ute tribes living there, 
rumors circulated this battle conjured up a never-ending 
"curse" expressed by the Navajo marking the land with a 
lifetime of retaliation. 


Skinwalkers and Other Paranormal Activity 

What many believe to be active shapeshifters roaming 
their land are generally referred to as skinwalkers. Skin- 
walkers are known to be a type of harmful witch that has 
abilities to turn into, possess, or disguise themselves as a 
human or animal form. The most common form is that 
of a large wolf. 

Skinwalkers have been periodically seen walking a 47- 
mile path (back and forth) throughout the Basin, terror- 
izing anything in their path. Coincidentally, this path goes 
right through several residential, indigenous, and acreage 
properties within the Basin. The presumed most active 
and recognized 1s called Skinwalker Ranch. 


As the legends of skinwalkers continue to be told by 
many in the area, there remains an unspoken rule that no 
indigenous and/or cautious person speak of skinwalkers 
for fear of attachment, retaliation, stalking, or coinciden- 
tally causing injury to their families. Has unrest and retali- 
ation occurred when spoken of? Yes. 

Unusual activity has been reported by those living 
within the Basin on various residential properties. All 
claims allude to unexplained random events (day or 
night), such as sounds of Indian drums banging loudly in 
yards or near upper ridges behind homes. Upon further 
investigation, nothing is seen or found. 

Other reports cite Bigfoot, shapeshifters, UFO sight- 
ings, cryptids, radiation spikes, electrical malfunctions, 
mining failures, cattle and animal mutilations, and other 
unusual happenings in the area. As such, supernatural 
enthusiasts are drawn to the area to learn more about the 
mysteries of the land. In most cases, enthusiasts are not 
allowed to investigate on private or indigenous properties. 


Life in the Basin: The Children Respond 

It seems over time, as the older generation passes and 
new residents take ownership of the land, that one would 
think the wounds of yesterday that once caused blood- 
shed on the land would simply be forgotten. This has not 
been the case. 

Many residents may appear to be sensitized to the 
history of the land in which they reside but also remain 
cautious about immediate environmental dangers sur- 


rounding their homes — namely, animals and reptiles. 
Animals and reptiles, such as bears, coyotes, mountain 
lions, cougars, deer, wild dogs, and rattlesnakes, may be 
the most common, but rarely seen cryptids known as skin- 
walkers and Bigfoot, appear to roam day or night. 

Ihave spoken with children living in the Basin, and 
they tolerate their living conditions with acceptance and 
resiliency. However, many do not like the confusion of 
their unexplained happenings. Life is uneventful, mun- 
dane, and peaceful most days. However, on days when 
unexplained happenings occur, adjustments to the event 
and disruption of daily living can be nerve-wracking. 
These unusual events are comparable to a thriller movie 
scaring the living daylights out of the watcher. 

In most situations, the family dog barks protectively 
at nothing that anyone can see. A child awakens scream- 
ing for help as something peers through their bedroom 
window. A parent rushes to aid their child only to hear 
yet another compelling story about a monster who tried to 
look in their window or open the back door of the house. 

The parent tells the child the event is nothing more 
than their imagination and encourages the scared young- 
ster to go back to sleep. When asleep, the parent prepares 
to protect their property with something in hand, wander- 
ing cautiously outside in search of the intruder who scared 
their child — only to find nothing. 

As mentioned previously, in several interviews I con- 
ducted, children and adults alike reported occurrences of 
something they can never see, such as loud Indian drums

banging in their yards (for as long as 15 minutes), loud shuf- 
fling of feet near their home, disturbing growling noises, 
sounds of thick tree branches breaking, constant tapping on 
windows and walls, and their names being called out. 

Visually, there are reports of seeing monster-like paws 
(not a native animal) touching and peering into a window, 
bright orb balls of light hovering in and outside their 
homes, dark shadows on the property, and the family dog 
reacting aggressively to invisible air. As morning arrives, 
the discovery of human footprints turning into a wolf paw 
or unidentified cryptid leads the curious down a straight 
path disappearing into mid-air. 

Perhaps the most alarming experience as reported by 
some children is what they refer to as a look-alike parent 
wandering their hallway inside their home only to learn 
the next morning that no parent left their bedroom the 
night before. 


My Own Paranormal Experiences 

I became acquainted with the Uintah Basin area 
while attending a conference. While there, I was invited 
to interview the cast of The Secret of Skinwalker Ranch. I 
knew nothing about the area when I arrived. Interviewing 
children at this conference was unplanned. Although the 
interview session with the Skinwalker Ranch cast hearing 
about their own experiences intrigued me. 

I soon realized their stories were not much different 
than some of the children I had spoken with. These seri- 
ous discussions ruled out vivid imaginations, turning the 
page to understanding and problem solving. I admit I was 
a bit skeptical of their stories until I began having similar 
experiences of my own as soon as a day later. 

While at the conference, I took advantage of meeting 
and speaking with locals, vendors, and other TV personali- 
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ties who lived within the Uintah Basin. I was 
surprised to learn they also experienced ran- 
dom unusual events on their properties. 

It is interesting to note that just after 
my interview session with the Skinwalker 
Ranch cast, within a day, I began having 
unexplained experiences. My experi- 
ences included my electrical devices acting 
strangely, object movement, and my having 
a heightened sensitivity in attracting unseen 
energies that spoke to me telepathically. 

For example, on one day alone, I 
experienced my fully charged phone los- 
ing all power, black-faced phone screen 
(appearing dead), computer requesting to 
erase ALL files on it (never seen before), 
and movement of objects. Presuming I 
am psychokinetic, it is possible my body 
began reacting within this unusually charged environment, 
validating the many stories I heard. 

My most compelling moment was when my back- 
pack launched itself off a bench in my hotel room onto 
the floor. I know what you are thinking ... Did it simply 
fall over? 'l'elepathically, there were moments when I 
heard something speaking to me, providing suggestions to 
uncomfortable moments where I would never thought to 
have come up with the idea on my own. 

Ialso took note of warnings. Words of wisdom by some 
locals encouraged me to stay away from nearby lakes within 
the area at night, as rumors had it that some of the lakes were 
haunted with *water babies" (monsters in the water). Water 
babies elicit a crying sound just like human babies to lure the 
innocent into a harmful water environment. 

Maybe this would explain why on a beautiful Saturday 
night, while stargazing in pitch darkness by a lake, I saw 
no one else. Coincidence? Maybe the mischievous had 
other plans? Maybe romantic couple moments were re- 
placed by other types of activities? Who wouldn't want to 
be near a beautiful lake on a moonlit night? Apparently, 
not the locals. 

Regardless, my being there alone felt a bit off. I did expe- 
rience a coyote yelping near me; some speculate their cry 
indicates a Bigfoot is nearing. I saw no obvious sign of a Big- 
foot but didn't stick around long enough to test that theory. 

Although unusual happenings as shared by children 
and adults living within the Uintah Basin are rather 
compelling to hear and imagine, what struck me the most 
was how confident they were in relaying the details about 
their stories to me. One thing is certain — living within the 
Uintah Basin brings an understanding and respect to a 
past that appears to live on to this day. @

THE NORMANTON UFO 
LANDING OF 1980

en I look back now, I am amazed to find 
that I have been involved m UFO research 
and investigation for more than 40 years. 
Over those years, I have been a member of six UFO 
groups, four of which were in the U.K. and two overseas. 

Tve always had an interest in all things paranormal, 
but for some reason, UFOs gained my full attention in the 
late 1970s. I've been asked many times which UFO case 
most impresses me. Is it the UFO crash at Roswell or the 
events at Rendlesham Forest in 1980. My answer to this 
question in none of those. 

Without a doubt, the UFO case that has most im- 
pressed me 15 one that I investigated with Mark Birdsall 
when we were both part of the Yorkshire UFO Society. 
Mark published Eye Spy Intelligence Magazine, and he 
was part of the hugely successful UFO Magazine with his 
late brother Graham Birdsall for many years. 

Most of you probably haven't heard of the following 
case that Mark and I investigated, but I remember inter- 
viewing the witnesses like 1t was only yesterday. 


A UFO Crash in Normanton? 

The incident in question took place in summer 
1980 in the then mining town of Normanton in West 
Yorkshire, England. A woman by the name of Mrs. 
Westerman had contacted me to discuss a UFO landing 
witnessed by her and her children, as well as some of her 
children's friends. 

In brief, the account given to us when we interviewed 
Mrs. Westerman and the children was that it was just after 
lunch and the children were playing a ball game outside 
in the street. Their house was an elevated, terraced house 
in a cul-de-sac. At the bottom of the cul-de-sac, there were 
some trees, a small stream, and a hill, upon which stood 
some electricity pylons. 

The ball the children were playing with went up in 
the air, at which time they spotted an object descend at an

angle, stop dead in the sky, and then fall to ground on the 
hill at the bottom of the road. One of the children rushed 
into the house and told her mom (Mrs. Westerman that 
an airplane had crashed in the field. 

Stepping outside and looking across the field from 
her elevated position, Mrs. Westerman could see the 
object, but it was not an airplane. She described it as being 
shaped like a “Mexican hat" that was a gray-silver color. 

She gathered the children, and they made their way 
down the street, through the cul-de-sac, through the trees, 
over the stream, and up the hill. The field was bordered 
by a fence, and the object was still there on the ground. 
There was something else there too. 

Three tall “men” stood outside of the landed object. 
They were all dressed m white boiler suits and had a “vi- 
sor" of some sort covering their faces. Two of the men 
had something in their hand and were waving it over the 
ground. The three men went to the rear of the object, 
which soon took off without making a sound, stopped 
dead in the clear blue sky, and flew away in the direction 
it had come from. 
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Three “men” stood outside of the craft, with one holding 
what looked like a metal detector. 


Revisiting the Case 30 Years Later 

This case gave me a life-long interest in UFO landing 
cases and was probably partly responsible for me writing 
my recently published book UFO Landing UK, in which 
it is featured. Over the years, I had often wondered what 
those children now thought about the event now that they 
were grown up. 

In 2019, I was interviewed for a podcast and dis- 
cussed this case but simply forgot to use the family name 
Westerman. A couple of weeks later, I was contacted by 
a lady in New Zealand who informed me that she lived in 
Normanton before moving to New Zealand and wanted to 
know the family’s name. I told her it was Westerman. She 
then informed me that her best friend as a child had that 
very name and that she still lived in the town, although 
now she was married and had a different name. This lady 
promised to contact her friend and get back to me. To my 
amazement, her friend was indeed one of those children 
who I had interviewed all those years ago. 

ΤῚ! call this woman Susan, as I do not have permis- 
sion to use her real name. This is what she had to say: 

Hi Philip ... To be honest I only remember another 

girl who was there, Nicola, whom I see very rarely. 

Sadly, my mum passed away also 7 years ago. I only re- 
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member something which I thought at the time was an 
aircraft landing, and when we ran over it was a circular 
craft. I remember seeing 3 what looked like tall men in 
silver who looked like they were looking for something 
on the ground, I vaguely remember some sort of metal 
detector in one of their hands. When we were seen ap- 
proaching, they hurried back in the craft and sped off. 
Susan and I tried to arrange to meet up, but the 
COVID pandemic struck and we were never able to do 
so. I am grateful for Susan coming forward and recalling 
what she remembers of the event. 


Another Witness Comes Forward 

In July 2022, I took part in a TV documentary com- 
memorating the 75th anniversary of the UFO crash at 
Roswell. Not long after the documentary was broadcast, I 
had an email from a man called Shaun. He told me that 
his partner, Joanne, was a witness to the UFO landing at 
Normanton. They had watched my TV documentary, 
and Joanne told Shaun for the first time about her UFO 
sighting in Normanton. After a quick Google search, they 
found some information on the case with my name at- 
tached to it, located my email, and got in touch. 

Joanne now lives a long way from Normanton, but 
I did speak with her on the phone. She was Susan's best 
friend, and she recalled the incident vividly. Joanne told 
me that she had witnessed the UFO landing, and then 
they had made their way down the road and up the hill. 
The UFO was indeed on the ground with three “men” 
standing outside of it with something in their hands, as if 
they were looking for something. 

The men were tall, and the UFO departed as they 
approached it. She informed me that there were six chil- 
dren along with Mrs. Westerman that saw this object. As 
it departed, it made no noise and was gone. Joanne was 
adamant that it was not a helicopter or anything like it. 

One thing that did intrigue me 1s that Joanne said that 
Mrs. Westerman was visited by two “scientists” afterward, 
who talked to her about the event. When Mark and I origi- 
nally interviewed Mrs. Westerman, it was a few years after 
the event, and she made no mention of any scientists. 

Could Joanne have mistaken Mark Birdsall and I as 
the two mystery scientists? It seems that is the likely expla- 
nation, but it does show how the facts can be distorted, in 
this instance quite by chance. Joanne was eight years old 
at the time, and it’s easy to see how she may have mis- 
taken us for scientists. 

Joanne stated that there were six children there that 
day, including her and Susan, which means there are 
another four out there somewhere. I'd love to talk with 
them too! €

learned that there was a Dogman sighting on the

agent in 2009. Because I’m retired from the Califor- 
nia Department of Fish and Wildlife, I am now able 
to talk about these things. 

My titles at the California Department of Fish 
and Wildhfe were Supervising Program Technician 
III and LRB (License and Revenue Branch) Cus- 
todian of Records. As the Custodian of Records, I 
was responsible in providing confidential documents 
to law enforcement officers throughout the U.S. 
and sometimes internationally. Some of these con- 
fidential documents would be sent off to judges and 
prosecuting attorneys. 

In my role, I would handle all of the subpoenas 
that would come into the office. The copies I would 
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send off were stamped as "true copies" and signed 
by me. 

One day, I received a call from a U.S. Border 
Patrol agent, and he needed confidential docu- 
ments on a California hunter. The agent had to 
testify in court and needed the documents to back 
up his case. 

When the agent called, we had a pleasant con- 
versation. He was looking forward to his weekend 
off, and he also asked me what I was doing for my 
weekend off. 

I told the agent I had a paranormal investigation 
to conduct. This piqued his curiosity, and he asked 
me about my investigation. This triggered the agent 
to tell me his story of working the border at Ciudad 
Juárez/El Paso, Texas, and experiencing something 
of high strangeness.

Paranormal Stories From a Border Patrol 
Agent 


Before we got to the agent's story, I discussed 


with him how Ciudad Juárez is the femicide capital of 


the world. So many women are found dead. And at 
one point in time, Ciudad Juárez didn't have enough 
ambulances to pick up all of the dead bodies. 

We pondered if Ciudad Juárez was the home 
of many serial killers. The agent told me that up to 
370 women have been killed in Juárez from 1993 
to 2005. He also revealed that while patrolling the 
border, he had seen ghosts and once even seen a 
full-body apparition of a woman. The agent believes 
that the ghost he saw was a murder victim. He says 
that the border between Juárez and El Paso 1s very 
haunted. 

The agent then told me about what he felt was 
his strangest paranormal encounter. While patrol- 
ling, he saw a Mexican immigrant running from a 
van on the Mexico side and heading into the U.S. 
side of the border. The agent had his eye on the 
driver of the van. 

The driver was a “pollero” or “coyote,” which ba- 
sically means a human smuggler. As the van turned 
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around and took off, the agent then turned his at- 
tention to the immigrant trying to cross the border. 
As the man on the run got to the 18-foot fence, he 
changed into a hairy type of humanoid. 

The agent reported that the man's face looked 
more like a dog. He could not believe his eyes. But 
he had the presence of mind to tell the man to stop 
where he was. But, all of a sudden, the man — who 
now looked like a bipedal dog — leapt over the 18- 
foot fence. When the creature/man landed on the 
U.S. side of the fence, he ran off on all fours, just like 
a dog would run. 

The agent could not believe what he had seen 
and never discussed it with his colleagues, because he 
did not want to be ridiculed. The agent felt comfort- 
able in telling me because I deal with the paranormal 
and have an open mind when I hear stories like this. 

I promised the agent I would never reveal his 
name if I ever wrote about this after retirement. And 
I will keep that promise in this article. 

The bottom line: The agent believes he saw a 
man transform into the Dogman. 

I personally wonder if this Dogman was one of

A JACK THE RIPPER CONNECTION?

t Patrick's Roman Catholic Cemetery in East 
London was the venue for a very sinister Christ- 
mas haunting back in 1960. 

A boy in my class told me of a gravestone in the 
cemetery that had started glowing at night. Large num- 
bers of people would congregate at the top of the hill 
to watch and talk about it. 

I was quite well known at school for being interest- 
ed in this kind of phenomena. So, that night, my friend 
and I set off to see this glowing gravestone. 

The nights were at their darkest just before Christ- 
mas, and those pre-Christmas nights were very cold 
ones. As we reached the hill, a small crowd was already 
there. And, sure enough, a cross deep in the cemetery 
was emitting an eerie light. 

I spent the next week investigating and found the 
cross was not painted in luminous paint. The council 
had tried to stop the nighttime sight seers by painting 
the side to the lamps that face the cemetery so it was 
not a reflection. 

At one point, I had climbed the railings and crept 
over in the dark to see this glowing cross up close, so 
close that I could make out the lettering on it. It was 
only then that I realized the Church had bound it 
around with sacking, yet still the light came through. 

As the nights passed, more and more people 
gathered to watch and marvel at the sight. At times, the 
police would move us all on. The chap with the burger 
van shouted that he would complain to the police chief 
about police harassment; but within the hour, every- 
body would be back. 

It was known that at least one of Jack the Ripper’s 
victims was buried there. Jack, who might have been 
Aaron Kosminski, a Polish barber, according to genetic 
testing, is known to have killed at least five women. 
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About 100 years after the murders, the glowing 
cross caused a raucous for community members. In 
fact, people living nearby complained to their member 
of parliament about the crowds. The cross was taken 
away just before Christmas Eve when a religious service 
was to be held and a large crowd expected. 

No one ever explained the case of the glowing

Unblocking the Empathic Flow

Encounter

N bout 47 miles north of the United States border 
in Manitoba, Canada, is the hamlet of Falcon 
ke. Here in the wilds on the rocky edge of 
the Canadian Shield are rich veins of silver and quartz 
deposits just waiting to be discovered. 

Prior to immigrating to Canada and settling down in 
River Heights, Winnipeg, Stefan Michalak was a military 
officer serving with the U.S. Army during the German oc- 
cupation in Poland. Upon moving to Canada, he became 
an industrial mechanic who also studied geology and pros- 
pecting at Lac La Ronge school in Saskatchewan. 


A Shocking Encounter 

During Victoria Day weekend in 1967, Michalak de- 
cided to do more prospecting in Whiteshell Provincial 
Park after having previously found some promising sites 
in 1966 and filing a claim. On May 19, 1967, he traveled 
by bus to Falcon Lake and spent the night in a motel on 
the Trans-Canada Highway. Little did he know what was 
to come. 

About 5:30 a.m. the next morning, he headed north. 
At 9 a.m. near a stream, Michalak located a quartz vein 
along the Precambrian shield. After measuring the width 
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and length of the vein, he began chipping with his ham- 
mer. Around 11 a.m., he stopped for lunch and then 
continued to explore. 

At 12:15 p.m., his attention was redirected to the 
honking of some geese down by the water. Usually, the 
geese stopped after a few minutes; however, this time 
they appeared to be agitated. While kneeling on the 
ground, Michalak looked up to see a strange light com- 
ing down from the sky. 

As he watched, two cigar-shaped objects surrounded 
by a reddish glow descended from the southwest at 
an angle of 20 degrees above the horizon. One object 
stopped about 12 feet above the ground. The other 
continued to descend and landed on a large, flat, mossy 
rock outcropping about 150 feet away from him. There 
wasn't any sound or distinguishing markings on the craft. 
Intense purple light shone around the dome. 

A few minutes later, the object that had been hover- 
ing departed, moving to the southwest. At that moment, 
it began to change colors from red to orange to gray and, 
finally, to the color of iridescent, hot stainless steel sur- 
rounded by a golden glow. 

Since Falcon Lake is near the U.S. border, Michalak

believed this might be a secret U.S. military experimen- 
tal craft, so he sat back for the next half hour, observed, 
and sketched it in his notebook. The craft was saucer- 
shaped, with a dome, measuring about 40 feet in diam- 
eter, and approximately 11 feet high. He approached 
to about 60 feet away from the craft that had landed 
and heard a fast, whistling, whirling sound, like that of a 
small motor, and he felt a suction of air. 

Suddenly, a hatch opened on the side of the craft. 
Being curious, he stuck his head in and saw panels with 
various-colored lights flashing in a random sequence. 
The walls appeared to be about 20 inches thick with a 
grate pattern. 

Michalak was positive he heard two voices inside 
that exchanged short conversation about three times. 
Stull convinced it was a secret experimental American 
craft that was perhaps in need of assistance, he called 
out, “Yankee boys, come on out and don't be afraid. I 
won't sell your secret for a buck. If you need help, just 
come out." 

There was no reply, so he called out in his native 
language of Polish, then Russian, and German, but to no 
avall. 


A Close Encounter 

Before Michalak could say anything more, a panel 
slid across the opening and closed. It was so seamless 
that it compelled him to examine the surface. Upon 
touching it with his gloved hand, it proved to be a highly 
polished material with no welding or seams. 

'The surface began to get hot, and when he pulled his 
glove away, it melted burning his fingertips. The object 
began to turn red and rotate in a counter-clockwise man- 
ner, and Michalak could feel heat. Something similar to 
an exhaust vent measuring nine inches high by six inches 
wide and containing a uniform pattern of round holes that 
were 1/16 of an inch in diameter was in front of him. 

As the craft began to rise, a blast of heat shot out, 
hitting Michalak and knocking him backwards. Imme- 
diately, he felt a scorching pain across his chest and his 
shirt and undershirt caught fire. He quickly tore off his 
shirts, threw them to the ground, and began to stomp 
out the fire. All he was able to save was what remained 
of his undershirt. 

Michalak watched as the craft ascended into the sky, 
began turning red to orange, and was clocking speed far 
exceeding any aircraft he had ever seen. It headed the 

— > 
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same direction as the other one. He laid his compass on 
his map, took a reading, and derived it was traveling 255 
degrees southwest. 

Not wanting to cause a brush fire, he picked up the 
smoldering remains of his burnt shirt and gloves and put 
them into his case. Suddenly, he felt very ill and decided 
to hike back to the highway. Gradually, he became 
sicker and experienced the taste of burning wires in his 
mouth. His head was aching, and he almost blacked out. 

Around 3 p.m., as Michalak reached the Trans-Can- 
ada Highway £1, he saw the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. He approached and asked Constable G.A. So- 
lotki for help. He related his encounter with two space 
ships and said he was burned when he touched one of 
them. The Constable noted that his eyes were red and 
he was acting In a very irrational manner. Michalak 
refused to allow the Constable to get close to him. 

Michalak said he was in the area prospecting, but it 
was obvious he had no camping equipment. The only 
thing he carried was a briefcase similar to government issue 
briefcases, which he refused to open. When asked where 
the encounter occurred, Michalak refused to divulge the 
location. Solotki concluded that Michalak was drunk and 
refused to assist him. So, Michalak continued to walk back 
to the motel. At 8 p.m., he took the bus back to Winnipeg. 

Once home, Michalak's son took him to the hospi- 
tal. The doctors documented that he displayed symp- 
toms similar to radiation poisoning, but there was no 
radiation reading. There were first degree burns on his 
chest and stomach in a strange grid-like pattern. They 
could not determine what caused his burns. 'The burns 
lasted three weeks.

An Investigation Ensues 

Two weeks later, Michalak was interviewed at 
his home by Corporal C.J. Davis of Winnipeg G.I.S. 
When they arrived, also at his residence was J.B. 
Thompson of the Aerial Phenomena Research Organi- 
zation (APRO). 

As Michalak relayed his experience, he explained 
why he had been acting strangely that day when he was 
talking to the Constable. He was afraid he had encoun- 
tered a radioactive object and did not want to contami- 
nate anyone. 

The reason he was hesitant to disclose the location 
where he had been prospecting was because he found 
a good nickel strike in the area. A sample of the ore 
was taken to the International Nickel Company, and it 
was determined to be a very high content. So, Michalak 
didn’t want anyone to know the coordinates. 

This soon became a high-profile case investigated by 
the RCMP Royal Canadian Air Force, U.S. Air Force, 
Department of National Defense, and APRO. Michalak 
agreed to show them the location, and extensive re- 
search was conducted. 

At the landing site was a circular outline about 15 
feet in diameter. Moss and vegetation no longer grew on 
the granite platform, although they grow on the adjacent 
rock surfaces. Soil samples tested to be highly radioac- 
tive. Some pieces of metal, the source unknown, had 
been melted into the cracks of the rock. 

Michalak still maintained that the craft he had 
encountered that day was of this world. Nonetheless, the 
Falcon Lake Incident, a Close Encounter of the Second 
Kind, became Canada’s best-documented UFO case.
